In  the  Briti.sh  Columbia  Uazktte,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  ivhich  a newspaper  is 
published.
